Lieutenant General James A. Abrahamson is associate admin- 
istrator for the space transportation system, Headquarters 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration, Washington, 
D.C. He is responsible for the nation's space shuttle program. 


General Abrahamson was born May 19, 1933, in Williston, 
N.D. He attended secondary schools in Oregon, and graduated 
from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Cambridge, in 
1955. The general earned a master of science degree in 
aeronautical engineering through the Air Force Institute of 
Technology program at the University of Oklahoma, Norman, in 
1961.

MAJOR GENERAL WILLIAM P. ACKER 


Major General William P. Acker is commander of 3rd Air 
Force, United States Air Forces in Europe, with headquarters 
at Royal Air Force Station Mildenhall, Suffolk, England. 


General Acker was born Oct. 22, 1930, in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and graduated from Greenville (S.C.) High School. In 
1952 he received a bachelor's degree in business administration 
from the University of Georgia and was commissioned a 
second lieutenant through the Air Force Reserve Officers' 
Training Corps program. The general earned a master's degree 
in management from Arizona State University in 1959. He 
completed the Armed Forces Staff College, Norfolk, Va., in 
1967; Air War College, Maxwell Air Force Base, Ala., in 197]; 
and the Harvard University advanced management program in 


1973. 


In June 1952 the general entered pilot training at Bartow 
Air Force Base, Fla. His first operational assignment was as 
an F-84 fighter pilot with the 310th Fighter-Bomber Squadron at Taegu Air Base, South Korea, in 
February 1954. He completed transition training for F-!00s and served as a flight commander 
and instructor for the 4515th Combat Crew Training Squadron at Luke Air Force Base, Ariz., 
from April 1957 until the end of 1960, when he moved to the 44th Tactical Fighter Squadron at 
Kadena Air Base, Okinawa. 


He transferred to MacDill Air Force Base, Fla., in January 1963 and was selected to be in the 
initial cadre of the Air Force F-4 program. When the unit moved to Davis-Monthan Air Force 
Base, Ariz., in August 1964, General Acker became a squadron operations officer and later 
director of operations and training for the 4453rd Combat Crew Training Wing. 


After completing the Armed Forces Staff College in September 1967, he moved to Southeast 
Asia as flight commander and operations officer with the 497th Tactical Fighter Squadron at 
Ubon Royal Thai Air Force Base, Thailand. While there he flew 100 missions over North 
Vietnam. 


His next assignment was as chief of the Tactical Training and Standardization Branch at 
Headquarters United States Air Forces in Europe, Lindsey Air Station, Germany, from August 
1968 to July 1969. The general then transferred to the 40Ist Tactical Fighter Wing at Torrejon 
Air Base, Spain, where he was assistant deputy commander for operations and assisted in the 
conversion from F-100s to F-4s. 


In August 1970 he returned to the United States to enter the Air War College. Graduating in 


May 1971, he became chief of the Officer Management Division, Directorate of Personnel 
Resources, Air Force Military Personnel Center, Randolph Air Force Base, Texas. After 
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completing Harvard University's advanced management program in June 1973, General Acker 
was appointed vice commander of the 49th Tactical Fighter Wing, Holloman Air Force Base, 
N.M. 


Returning to Thailand in March 1974, he assumed command of the 432nd Tactical 
Reconnaissance Wing (redesignated 432nd Tactical Fighter Wing) at Udorn Royal Thai Air Force 
Base. In this assignment he commanded a wing with 6,000 people, four F-4 fighter squadrons and 
one reconnaissance squadron. General Acker returned to the Air Force Military Personnel 
Center in April 1975 as vice commander. 


From March 1976 to February 1978, he was deputy commanding general, U. S. Military 
Enlistment Processing Command, Fort Sheridan, Ill. He then became commander of the U. S. 
Air Force Recruiting Service and deputy chief of staff, recruiting, Headquarters Air Training 
Command at Randolph Air Force Base. In March 1979 General Acker took command of the Air 
Force Military Training Center, Lackland Air Force Base, Texas, and in July 1981 returned to 
Randolph Air Force Base, as vice commander of Air Training Command. He assumed his present 
command in June 1983. 


The general is a command pilot with more than 5,000 flying hours, including 21! combat 
hours. His military decorations and awards include the Defense Superior Service Medal, Legion 
of Merit, Distinguished Flying Cross with one oak leaf cluster, Meritorious Service Medal, Air 
Medal with 10 oak leaf clusters and Air Force Commendation Medal with one oak leaf cluster. 


He was promoted to major general April |, 1979, with date of rank July |, 1975. 
General Acker is married to the former Nadine Giles of Milledgeville, Ga. They have two

LIEUTENANT GENERAL (DR.) MAX B. BRALLIAR 


Lieutenant General (Dr.) Max B. Bralliar is surgeon general, 
Headquarters U.S. Air Force, Washington, D.C. 


General Bralliar was born May 15, 1927, in Nashville, Tenn. 
He received a bachelor of science degree from Madison 
College, Tenn., and a doctor of medicine degree from Loma 
Linda (Calif.) University in 1950. The general began his 
internship at Nashville General Hospital, Tenn., in July 1950, 
entered on active military duty in October 1950 and continued 
his internship under the Air Force Institute of Technology 
program. He served his residency in surgery and proctology at 
Ochsner Foundation Hospital, New Orleans, from September 
1953 to November 1957. 


After completing his internship in October 1951, General 
Bralliar served as a medical officer with the 434th and 464th 
Troop Carrier Wings at Camp Atterbury, Ind., and Lawson Air 
Force Base, Ga. In September 1953 General Bralliar entered 
the Ochsner Foundation in New Orleans to serve a three-year residency in surgery and a one-year 
residency in proctology. After completion of his residency, he was assigned to the 7520th U.S. 
Air Force Hospital at South Ruislip Air Station, England, to perform duty as surgeon and, later, 
as chief of surgical services. 


He returned to the United States in October 1960 for duty at the Air Force hospital at 
Chanute Air Force Base, Ill., where he served successively as chief, surgical services; chief, 
Surgical Division; director of medical staff; chief, flight medicine; and director of aerospace 
medicine. From May 1964 to August 1967, General Bralliar was commander of the Air Force 
hospital at Laughlin Air Force Base, Texas. He then served for three years as commander of the 
Air Force dispensary at Kadena Air Base, Okinawa. 


In August 1970 he transferred to Minot Air Force Base, N.D., where he commanded the Air 
Force regional hospital until July 1972. He then took command of the USAF Medical Center at 
Keesler Air Force Base, Miss. From April 1975 to February 1980, General Bralliar was the 
command surgeon, Strategic Air Command, Offutt Air Force Base, Neb. 


General Bralliar returned to Europe in February 1980, assuming the position of command 
surgeon, United States Air Forces in Europe at Ramstein Air Base, Germany. In March 1981 his 
responsiblilites were greatly extended as he was elevated to the position of command surgeon, 
United States European Command, encompassing medical services of the Army and Navy as well 
as the Air Force. He assumed his present duties in August !982. 
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During his career General Bralliar supported 15 National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration manned space flights as part of the launch site recovery teams. He was one of 
four flight surgeons on the teams for eight of the 10 manned flights of Project Gemini, which 
began with Gemini-Titan | April 8, 1964, and was completed Nov. 15, 1966, with the flight of 
Gemini-Titan-Agena | 2. 


He also acted as flight surgeon on the teams for Apollo 14, Apollo 16 and Apollo 17 (January 
1971 through December 1972), plus all manned Sky Lab flights (Sky Labs I/II in May 1973; Sky 
Lab Ill in July 1973; and Sky Lab IV in November 1973). In July 1975 he participated in the 
prelaunch recovery exercise in preparation for the launching of Apollo-Soyuz. His 
responsibilities included the immediate care of the astronauts, if the mission had to be aborted, 
and up until the spacecraft made orbital insertion. 


General Bralliar is a Fellow of the American College of Surgeons, a Fellow of the American 
Proctologic Society and a senior member of the Air Force Society of Clinical Surgeons. In 
addition, he is a member of the Alton Ochsner Surgical Society, American Medical Association, 
Aerospace Medical Association, The Association of Military Surgeons of the United States and 
associate member of the Society of Medical Consultants to the Armed Forces. He is certified by 
the American Board of Colon and Rectal Surgeons. 


The general holds the aeronautical rating of chief flight surgeon. His military decorations 
and awards include the Distinguished Service Medal; Legion of Merit; Meritorious Service Medal; 
Air Medal; Air Force Commendation Medal with two oak leaf clusters; Republic of Vietnam 
Gallantry Cross with palm; Republic of Korea Order of National Security Merit, Gugseon Medal; 
Federal Republic of Germany Knight Commander's Cross of the Order of Merit, badge and star; 
Federal Republic of Germany Order of Aeronautical Merit and Grand Cross of Merit with star of 
the Order of Merit; and Federative Republic of Brazil Order of Aeronautical Merit. 


He was promoted to lieutenant general Aug. 19, 1982, with same date of rank. 
General Bralliar*is married to the former Audrey Batson of Clarksville, Tenn. They have 


three sons: Burt, Bob and Briggs.

MAJOR GENERAL DONALD D. BROWN 


Major General Donald D. Brown is deputy chief of staff for 
operations, Headquarters Military Airlift Command, Scott Air 
Force Base, Ill. He is responsible for all worldwide operations 
for the command which includes deployment and employment 
of U.S. combat forces and their support equipment, logistical 
resupply of these forces, aeromedical evacuation, and 
presidential airlift; aerial search and rescue of downed flyers; 
U.S. Air Force special operations forces; and other missions 
assigned by the Department of Defense. 


General Brown was born Aug. |, 1931, in Montreal. He was 
commissioned through the Reserve Officers' Training Corps 
program in 1955 at Columbia University in New York where he 
received a bachelor of arts degree. In 1965, through the Air 
Force Institute of Technology, he received a master's degree 
in business administration from Syracuse (N.Y.) University, 
with a major in production management. He is a distinguished 
graduate of Squadron Officer School, and has completed Air 
War College and the Industrial College of the Armed Forces. In 1978 he completed the advanced 
management program at the University of Pittsburgh and in 1981 attended the Executive 
Program in National and International Security at Harvard. 


Beginning his military career in May 1955 at Lackland Air Force Base, Texas, General Brown 
graduated from pilot training at Reese Air Force Base, Texas, in 1956. His first operational 
assignment was to the |I8th Air Transport Squadron cf the Military Air Transport Service at 
McGuire Air Force Base, N.J., flying North Atlantic routes in C-118s. This was followed by an 
assignment, from 1962 to 1964, as an instructor in the Transport Training Unit with the |707th 
Air Transport Wing at Tinker Air Force Base, Okla. 


When he was assigned to the Strategic Air Command in 1964, General Brown began his 
logistics career as a supplies management officer at March Air Force Base, Calif. In 1966 he 
was assigned to Andersen Air Force Base, Guam, as assistant base supply officer and then as base 
supply officer. 


In 1968 General Brown completed transition training in C-123s at Hurlburt Field, Fla. From 
November 1968 to November 1969, he was assigned to the 315th Special Operations Wing at Phan 
Rang Air Base, Republic of Vietnam, serving as squadron chief, then wing chief of aircrew 
standardization. Upon his return from Southeast Asia, he was again assigned to McGuire Air 
Force Base as a C-1I41 pilot; executive officer to the deputy commander, operations; chief, 
Current Operations Division; and commander of the 30th Military Airlift Squadron. 


Transferring to Military Airlift Command headquarters at Scott Air Force Base in 1973, 
General Brown served as chief of the Weapon System Support Division in the Directorate of 
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Supply and then as director of logistics plans. From September 1975 to April 1976, he was 
assistant deputy chief for logistics. The general was then assigned as vice commander of the 
62nd Military Airlift Wing, McChord Air Force Base, Wash., and became commander in July 
1977. He returned to Scott Air Force Base, in March 1979, as Military Airlift Command's 
assistant deputy chief of staff for operations, and in June 1980 became deputy chief of staff for 
plans. In this capacity he was responsible for all long-range planning for the command, which has 
some 92,000 people at more than 300 locations in 24 countries. This planning included manpower 
and equipment programs, peacetime and wartime use of civil air carriers, rights and agreements, 
and command systems acquisition. He assumed his present duties in September 1983. 


General Brown is a command pilot with more than 10,000 flying hours, including 147 combat 
missions in the Republic of Vietnam. His military decorations and awards include the Legion of 
Merit with one oak leaf cluster, Distinguished Flying Cross with one oak leaf cluster, Bronze Star 
Medal, Meritorious Service Medal, Air Medal with four oak leaf clusters, Air Force Outstanding 
Unit Award Ribbon and Republic of Vietnam Gallantry Cross with palm. 


He was promoted to major general May |, 1983, with date of rank July |, 1979.

MAJOR GENERAL DUANE H. CASSIDY 


Major General Duane H. Cassidy is commander of the 2Ist Air 
Force, with headquarters at McGuire Air Force Base, N.J. 
The 21st Air Force is one of three numbered air forces in the 
Military Airlift Command and exercises airlift operational 
control of the geographical area from the Mississippi River 
east to Europe, ending on the western borders of Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. 


General Cassidy was born Nov. 24, 1933, in Coraopolis, Pa. 
He earned a bachelor of science degree in geography and 
political science from the University of Nebraska, Omaha and 
a master of science degree in personnel counseling from Troy 
(Ala.) State University. The general attended the J. L. 
Kellogg Graduate School of Management at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, Ill.; and the John F. Kennedy School of 
Government program in national and international security at 
Harvard University. He is a graduate of the Industrial College 
of the Armed Forces, Fort Lesley J. McNair, Washington, 
D.C., and the Air War College, Maxwell Air Force Base, Ala. 


After graduating from aviation cadet training in December 1954, he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the U.S. Air Force. He attended navigator training at Harlingen and James 
Connally Air Force Bases, Texas. When General Cassidy received his navigator wings, he was 
assigned to the 6th Weather Group at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Ohio, and then to the 
49th Air Rescue Squadron at Selfridge Air Force Base, Mich. While assigned to the 49th, he 
participated in the 1956 Hydrogen Weapons Test at Eniwetok Atoll in the Marshall Islands. 


When he returned to the United States, the general was assigned to Charleston Air Force 
Base, S.C., where he flew in Military Air Transport Service C-12] Super Constellations for two 
years. In 1959 General Cassidy earned his pilot wings at Greenville Air Force Base, Miss. After 
B-47 training he flew in bombardment wings at McCoy Air Force Base, Fla.; Little Rock Air 
Force Base, Ark.; and Lincoln Air Force Base, Neb. In 1966 General Cassidy transferred to 
Minot Air Force Base, N.D., where he served as executive officer and aide to the commander, 
810th Strategic Aerospace Division. 


He went to the Republic of Vietnam in 1968 and served with the 7th Air Force Tactical Air 
Control Center and the Military Assistance Command Vietnam Office of Information as the air 
briefer to the Saigon press corps. He returned to the United States and was assigned to Scott Air 


Force Base, IIl., as executive officer to the deputy chief of staff, operations at Military Airlift 
Command headquarters. He subsequently served as executive aide and pilot for General Jack J. 


Catton, commander, Military Airlift Command. 
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General Cassidy left Scott Air Force Base in 1972 and commanded the 8th Military Airlift 
Squadron at McChord Air Force Base, Wash. In 1974 he entered the Air War College and upon 
graduation returned to Scott as Military Airlift Command's assistant chief of staff.

Lieutenant General Carl H. Cathey is vice commander in chief, 
United States Air Forces in Europe, with headquarters at 
Ramstein Air Base, Germany. 


General Cathey was born May 26, 1931, in Statesville, N.C. 
His childhood was spent in Davidson, N.C., where he graduated 
from Davidson High School in 1949 and attended Davidson 
(N.C.) College. He later entered the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point, N.Y., and graduated in 1955 with a bachelor of 
science degree and a commission in the U.S. Air Force.

From November 1961 to September 1965, the general was a member of the 493rd Tactical

From January 1975 to March 1979, General Williams served as chief, Fighter Requirements 
Division and as special assistant to the deputy chief of staff for research and development at 
Headquarters U.S. Air Force, Washington, D.C. He then became deputy commander for 
operations of the 57th Tactical Training Wing, Nellis Air Force Base. He held this position until 
August 1979 when he was assigned as commander of the 3246th Test Wing at Eglin Air Force 
Base. In August 1982 General Williams was assigned to Canadian Forces Base, North Bay, 
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Ontario, as deputy commander of the Canadian, North American Aerospace Defense Command 
Region and senior U.S. military officer in Canada. He assumed his present duties in October 
1983. 


The general is a command pilot and has flown A-10s, F-4s, F-16s, F-100s and F-104s. His 
military decorations and awards include the Legion of Merit with two oak leaf clusters, Bronze 
Star Medal, Meritorious Service Medal, Air Medal with four oak leaf clusters and Air Force 
Commendation Medal with one oak leaf cluster. 


He was promoted to brigadier general Oct. |, 1982, with same date of rank.

The Air Force fully supports President 
Reagan's Two Bamber program. That includes 
building and deploying 100 B-1Bs, and 
developing the Advanced Technology Bomber 
for deployment in the early 1990s. 


The key impact of cancelling the B-1B pro- 
gram in January 1985 would be the resultant 
Ganger to our national security. Cancella- 
tion would ignore the significant risk 
associated with our continued reliance on 
increasingly v.:Inecrable B-52s into the 1990s 
and would signal a lack of national resolve 
to potential ‘rsaries.

lance in the near term was a primary factor 
in the President's decision to build the B-1B, 
this delay would seriously reduce national 
security during a critical period. 


Studies and flight tests conducted during the 
Air Force Manned Bamber Penetrativity Evalua- 
tion indicate that the B-1B will be able to 
penetrate the projected Soviet air defense 
system well into the 1990s. This confidence 
is b2sed on a combination of high speed, low 
altitude tactics, sophisticated electronic 
countermeasures, and low radar cross-section. 
These factors work together synergestically 
to make the B-1B a highly effective penetrator. 
Additionally, the reprogramning flexiblity 
Gesigned into the B-1B's defensive avionics 
suite ensures this strategic weapon systen's 
adaptability to changes in the threat for 
years to came. 


The 198] Defense Authorization Act directed 
the Secretary of Defense to develop a 
strategic multirole bowber with the capa- 
bility to perform the missions of a conven- 
tional barber, a cruise missile launcher, and 
a nuclear weapons delivery system in both the 
tactical and strategic role. B-1B number 9, 
and subsequent B-1RBs, will be cruise missile 
capable when Geliverad’ to the Air Force.

All of these warranties will be reviewed for 
compliance with Section 794, Public Law 98- 
212 and the DoD implementation thereof. 


The B-1B RDT&E and procurement request for FY 
85 is approximately $8.2 billion. $508.3 mil- 
lion is for RDI&E and $7.712 billion is for 
procurement of 34 aircraft. Outside the 

B-1B baseline is $127.4 million for B-1B 
replenishment spares. 


In the DoD authorization process, the Senate 
fully supported the B-1B request. The House 
of Representatives deleted $108.3 million of 
the RDT&E request and all of the replenishment 
spares request. The joint conference has 

yet to resolve the difference. 


In the appropriations process, the Senate 
Appropriations Committee fully supports the 
B-1B request. The Defense Subcommittee of 
the House Appropriations Comnittee has not 
yet indicated its position.
